Election of New Tax Collector and transfer of duties. 


In March, 1999, the Town of Mont Vernon elected a new tax 
collector. In accordance with RSA 41:35 the Town Treasurer and the 
Town Selectmen, together reviewed the books and records of the 
outgoing tax collector. All receipts, recorded on the tax collectors books 
for the previous year (1998), plus the period until the transfer of duties 
(Jan 1 to Mar 10, 1999), were traced to bank deposits and all deposits 
received from the tax collector were reconciled to the Town’s books. 
No significant discrepancies were found. The outstanding principal 
amounts of back taxes due as of March 10, 1999, the date of the transfer 
of duties, amounted to $383,620.90. A warrant to collect previously 
billed taxes was given to the newly elected tax collector along with a 
detail listing of outstanding taxes.

The receipts for 1999 and all outstanding taxes at the end of 1999 are 
detailed .in my reports, which follow. This year, 1999, saw a new law enacted, 
referred to as ‘Claremont II,’ as the Legislature put in place a state-wide property 
tax in order to ensure an adequate education for all its children, whether from a 
property-rich or a property-poor town. In the end, Mont Vernon was designated a 
‘receiving’ town, with the state sending money to help pay our costs of 
adequately educating our children. The resulting new tax rate for 1999 was 
$21.14, as opposed to 1998's tax rate of $28.56. As you may know, the first half 
tax bill is estimated, based on one-half of your taxes assessed the previous year. 
When all the details are in, by October, the state sets the Town’s new tax rate for 
the whole year, even that first-half payment. The second half-year bill shows the 
effects of the new rate plus a number of other factors, such as what money is 
raised and appropriated at Town and School Meetings. While the state raised 
the Current Use Tax rates, 1999’s second-half tax bill for residential property was 
generally lowered, making a pleasant surprise for many at holiday time. 

At the end of this, my first year serving as your Tax Collector, | am very 
grateful to Anne Dodd, for her showing me the ropes and answering my many 
questions. She has been a great example for me also in the excellent records 
she left behind from her six years as Tax Collector. And Thomasina "Tomi" 
Bergeron, Selectmen’s Secretary, with her sunny disposition and ability to handle 
anything that comes her way, has been an invaluable help and resource for me 
and for the Town. 

| am also very grateful for the good support from Avitar, the company that 
designed the Assessing and Tax Collecting software specifically for New 
Hampshire. The computer becomes an even better help than what Anne Dodd 
was using at each of the company’s upgrades of our system. It is a joy to be 
able to keep all this information so easily accessible and to print out just the 
information needed in an easy-to-read, complete, neat and accurate document.

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Selectmen’s Report 


The biggest news for Mont Vernon in 1999 was the significant decrease in 
our overall tax rate. That decrease resulted primarily from the institution of a State 
wide property tax. The proceeds of that tax were redistributed to fund education. 
Mont Vernon with its modest tax base and high student populations, faired well 
under the new system. We received more money than we paid into the new tax. A 
caution, however, is in order here. We must be careful not to spend the windfall. 


The current economic expansion continues into its eighth year and the pace of 
development is increasing. To some of us, it looks like the mid 1980's all over again. 
We know that when the last boom ended taxes rose 20% in a single year (1990) and 
there was a lot of impact on our Town and its citizens. Particularly hard hit were 
those who had to relocate and suddenly found, no liquidity in their real estate due to 
our high taxes. When there was a sale it was generally at a price considerably below 
assessed value. We are happy that we are not currently in that situation, but history 
tends to repeat itself and the best way to prepare for the future is to remember the 
past and deal in moderation with the present. Prior to this years windfall, the town 
had worked for years to bring our taxes in line with neighboring communities. We 
succeeded, but now we need to keep them in line while we address the new 
challenge of rapid growth. Remember you are the legislature, elected and 
administrative officials can only spend what you vote. Remember also, you pay the 
bills, there is no free lunch. 


In other matters the Town prepared for the Y2K crisis by updating our tax 
collection software and by replacing some old equipment with current models. Our 
town clerk’s office also received new computer equipment as part of a State 
program, and the Selectman contracted to replace our ten year old computer. All of 
this was done within existing budgets, and leaves the Town in a good position to 
move forward into the new millennium. 


New vehicles were received by the Highway and Police Departments. 
Rebuilding work continued on Western Hill and Wilton Roads. 


This years ballot contains an important zoning article re-zoning the Tracking 
Station to more closely reflect its current use and prepare for the day when it may 
return to private hands. This re-zoning saves the bulk of the area for conservation 
while allowing for a managed non-residential tax base consistent with its prior use. 
This article appeared last year as a non-binding article and it received overwhelming 
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support from you the voters. If it passes this year it will become part of Mont 
Vernon’s zoning and will be in place, if and when, the Tracking Station ever reverts 
to private hands. 

This years Town warrant contains many articles, including a new fire truck, a 
library addition, as well as contributions to various Capital Reserve funds. Your 
Selectmen have worked hard, encouraging the respective departments to keep the 
cost of these projects at affordable levels. 

The Selectman wish to extend their heartfelt appreciation to all of Mont 
Vernon’s citizens who have volunteered their time and effort over the last year. Our 
various committees and boards have served our Town very very well. They help to 
keep our Town the great place it is.

As a commission, our pace slowed down just a little bit for this year, at least in 
comparison to last year. Last year we focused primarily on “catch-up maintenance” and 
general upkeep, whereas this year our focus was on beginning some new projects. 


After meeting and planning with the UNH Cooperative Extension Service, we had 
a very successful timber harvest in a relatively small area of about twenty acres, just north 
of the blueberry field. This was mostly a white pine harvest yielding a little over 
sixty-seven thousand board feet. For those unaccustomed to the appearance of an initial 
harvest, it looked as though the area had been under attack. Now, less than a year later, 
most of the slash left behind has already settled to less than a foot above the forest floor, 
sunshine is allowed in for the first time in years, and new secondary growth is beginning to 
flourish. 


Also this year a new hiking trail was created by Tadd Bender, a young man in 
town who chose this to be his Eagle Scout project. The trail runs between Horton and 
Lamson Roads and is a part of Lamson Farm that up until now was not able to be seen or 
enjoyed by many people. This trail is now known as the Donald Brown Memorial Trail, in 
memory of the man who was a devoted member of the Lamson Farm Commission for 
several years and brother to Florence (Mrs. William) Lamson. Donald Brown passed away 
this year. 


I would like to take just a moment to remember two other friends we lost this year, 
which will leave a void in our community and in our commission. In order to keep the 
farm in good repair and fulfill our responsibilities, there are two resources upon which we 
depend heavily, they are hard working hands and working capital. Each of these two 
people provided these for us in their own respective way. 


Jane Conant was very thoughtful to remember the Lamson Farm Commission so 
generously in her will this year. We are still striving to develop a plan for the restoration of 
the farmhouse interior that is affordable, and Mrs.Conant’s gift will go a long way in 
making that plan a reality. 
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Gregory Griffin was one of the hard working hands that worked so quietly and 
unselfishly at Lamson Farm. Greg spent more than his share of hours sanding and painting 
picnic tables to ready them for Lamson Farm Days. Greg helped his Dad rebuild the turkey 
coop and he is the reason the shed and milk room have a fresh coat of the same color 
paint. 


This year we had a unique opportunity to acquire some of the furnishings that were 
in the house during the years the Lamson family lived there. They were made available for 
sale by Mrs. Lamson in preparation for her move out of her present home. We purchased 
them for a very reasonable and fair price and are happy to have them as they are an 
invaluable part of the Lamson history. 


Once again, nature cooperated in providing picture perfect weather for Lamson 
Farm Day 1999. One of the most fun things for the children and adults during the day is 
the hayride and this year we all missed that greatly. Depending upon the resolution of 
some pending issues, we are somewhat optimistic that it might be re-instated next year. 
Many thanks once again to all those who continue to help so much each and every year to 
continue the tradition and the fun. Far too many names to list here! Lamson Farm Day 
2000 will be Saturday, September 30th. 


If you haven’t been by the farm recently, you’ve missed a lot of nice 
improvements. Ron and Jeannine Philibotte, have done a wonderful job keeping things in 
and around the house in tip-top shape. Ron has spent a lot of time clearing brush along 
several hundred feet of stone wall which hasn’t seen the light of day for years. We 
continue to feel very fortunate to have them as our tenants as they share in our 
enthusiasm. 


Make the time to come out and enjoy all the farm has to offer. Watch for 
“orienteering events” to be announced. It’s a great way to spend a few hours outside. 
There are trail maps in a box on the sign post. We have created an area off the road and at 
the trail head to park vehicles.

Revised Planning Board Application Fee Schedule, removed reference to concrete 
bounds markers and replaced with “granite”, and revised wording in town 
regulations to comply with new State law. 


Master Plan Committee is begun as a result of the Community Profile event.

Approved David Hall's plan for lot line changes for his existing right-of-way going 
south from Purgatory road, not far from Route 13.

During 1999, the Mont Vernon Fire Department celebrated its 100" 
Anniversary, held on August 7” and 8". These two days were a great success and 
lots of fun. An excellent pancake break-fast started Saturday off just right. 
Demonstrations during the morning, followed by a parade at noon, an under 18 
muster at the ballfield, then a handtub competition, and finally an outside dance 
at the fire station. On Sunday the Department co-sponsored the Souhegan Mutual 
Aid Association Muster. It started off a little damp, but the sun came through and 
all the area fire departments and citizen attending had a great time. This event 
was in the planning stages for over a year, and it could not have gone better. The 
Department expresses its deep appreciation and thanks to all those people and 
departments, who not only joined us, but also helped to insure this event was 
great time for all.

At this year’s March town meeting, we will be presenting a warrant 
article of $190,000.00 for a new fire truck and equipment. This will replace the 
1961 fire truck. The truck we are asking for will be all wheel drive, carry 
structural and forestry fire fighting equipment. It will be able to pump over 1500 
gallons per minute. Most of the money for this article will come out of the 
capital reserve account, established for this purpose. We hope you will support 
our efforts to maintain an effective fire department for the protection of our 
community. If anyone has any questions, please contact any member of the Board 
of Fire Wards. : 
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Fire Prevention: The Department continued its efforts to insure the 
safety of the citizens of Mont Vernon. Members provided safety education 
classes during Fire Prevention Week in October.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, contact your 
local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required before doing ANY outside 
burning. Fire permits are required for any open burning unless the ground is completely covered 
with snow where the burning will be done. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law and 
the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of 
up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 

There are eleven Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire Division of Forests 
and Lands, Forest Protection Bureau. During the 1999 season Forest Rangers were busy assisting 
communities with suppression of difficult and remote multi-day fires. Forest Rangers have also 
investigated numerous complaints regarding violations of the timber harvest and forest fire laws, 
and taken enforcement action to ensure compliance. If you have any questions regarding forest 
fire or timber harvest laws, please call our office at 271-2217. 

There are 2400 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens throughout the 
state. Each town has a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy Wardens who assist the Forest 
Rangers with forest fire suppression, prevention, and law enforcement. The 1999 fire season was 
a Challenging but safe year for wildland firefighters in New Hampshire. The severe drought 
conditions throughout the spring and summer months combined with residual effects of 1998 Ice 
Storm, resulted in a dramatic increase in wildland fires. In addition to burning in excess of 452 
acres, 35 structures were also impacted by wildfire. Wildland fires in the urban interface is a 
serious concern for both landowners and firefighters. Homeowners can help protect their 
structures by maintaining adequate green space around them and making sure that houses are 
properly identified with street numbers. 

The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 3 contract 
aircraft patrols. This early detection and reports from citizens aid in the quick response from 
local fire departments. This is a critical factor in controlling the size of wildland fires and 
keeping the loss of property and suppression costs as low as possible.

The Milford Area Communication Center provides police, fire, EMS and DPW dispatching services 
for six- (6) town: Amherst, Greenville, Lyndeborough, Milford, Mont Vernon and Wilton. 


During 1999, we continued to work on the improvements needed to upgrade and enhance our 
radio coverage. In December, we received approval from the FCC granting licensing on a new 
frequency for the Greenville Police Department. During the next few months we will be working 
with the Greenville Police Department to put this frequency ‘on line’. The search for a new 
frequency for the two EMS agencies continues. Due to numerous problems, we were not able to 
resolve this issue during 1999. The work will continue next year and we are confident that a 
frequency will be located and that the transition will take place smoothly. 


Any equipment that would be affected by the Y2K bug was either upgraded or replaced. The 
Center was Y2K compliant by the end of the year. 


In May, we hosted a statewide training session for dispatchers that was well received. In the 
near future, we !ook forward to hosting another such training session. 


In the coming year, we will continue to upgrade the radio equipment and enhance the radio 
reception for our member towns. 


In closing, I would like to take this opportunity to again thank the employees of the 
Communication Center for their dedication and hard work. We look forward to continuing to 
provide a professional dispatch service to our member agencies and to the communities we 
serve.

The highlight of this year has been the development of the Purgatory Trails, and the planning for an 
extensive trail network throughout Mont Vernon. A trails committee was formed as a result of the Mont 
Vernon Community Profile held in May ’99. The committee, headed by Tevis Baer, chose to focus their 
work on a trail along Purgatory Brook. Through the hard work of volunteers and the generosity of 
landowners in Milford, Mont Vernon and Lyndeborough who granted us permission to cross their land we 
have been able to clear and mark approximately 5 miles of trails along the brook including the upper, 


middle and lower waterfalls. 


Our goal is to continue a recreational and wildlife greenway through the town eventually abutting and 
linking to trails in neighboring towns. Special thanks go to the Lyndeborough Conservation Commission 
for their cooperation, and to Ted Bonner of Mountain View Hiking Association for all his dedicated work 
and inspiration. Randy Reis, Russell Stacy and Annette Immorlica contributed their hard work and 
timeless energy into building a trail system that now provides access to some of the most spectacular 


scenery in our town. 


This summer we have completed work with the Nashua Regional Planning Commission identifying areas 
within our town worthy of preserving as a greenway system of trails, wildlife corridors and water 
protection areas. This information will be used for grant applications and other methods of assisting the 
town in setting aside these areas for permanent protection. We have also been working with the Planning 
Board and with the Master Plan committee to help develop a plan that will enable us to protect our open 


space and our natural resources.

The Nashua Regional Planning Commission provides transportation planning and land use services 
and technical assistance to twelve Hillsborough County communities. The NRPC stands ready to 
assist its member communities with any planning and transportation issue of concern. We at the 
NRPC are grateful for the participation of Mont Vernon’s NRPC commissioners: Gerry Griffin, Bob 
Wolf, and Mary Collins. 


The following is a brief summary of our accomplishments: 


Transportation Planning 


Conducted automatic traffic recorder counts at 128 locations throughout the region during the 
course of the year. The Nashua Area Traffic Count Summary was published and distributed to 
the communities. The report provides a summary of counts by hour of the day for each location, 
and also provides comparative data and percent change in traffic from previous year’s counts. 
Continued to develop a Geographic Information System (GIS) based traffic data reporting 
system. We also updated GIS road mapping for communities. 

Continued to administer and update the region's traffic model. The model is a computerized 
data base that includes regional traffic counts, land uses and major roadways and is used to 
predict future conditions. 

Completed an update of the NRPC Area Long-Range Transportation Plan and finalized the 
FY1999-2008 Transportation Improvement Program. The purpose of the plan is to identify the 
transportation needs of the region and provide recommendations for a practical approach toward 
the development of transportation improvements. The document provides analysis of long-range 
forecasts, impacts of potential projects, a recommended transportation program and an air 
quality conformity analysis. 

Made considerable progress on bringing commuter rail to the region. NRPC completed a major 
investment study that explored the feasibility of this effort, which determined that the proposed 
extension of MBTA service from Lowell to the region would attract a significant number of riders 
from every community in the region. As a result of this effort, the project was recently awarded 
$1 million in federal transportation funds to bring the project forward to the preliminary 
engineering phase. 

Conducted various workshops for and application solicitations from member communities for the 
State Ten-Year Plan, Transportation Enhancements and Congestion Mitigation programs. 


Land Use and Environmental Planning 


Substantially completed the Regional Environmental Planning Program (REPP). We provided 
technical assistance to the conservation commission for a state-level project that seeks to 
prioritize open space and environmentally sensitive lands for a future state acquisition program. 
Most of the work for this project has been completed and the final report will be distributed in 
October of 1999. 

Conducted a planning board workshop on the topic of preservation of community character. In 
addition to this, we facilitated workshops for planning board members and staff on a variety of 
topics and responded to numerous data and mapping requests. 

Continued to assist the town to identify and pursue grants related to improving the quality of local 
water resources. 

Conducted a comparative analysis of wetland regulations throughout the region. 
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e As required by state law, NRPC updated its Housing Needs Assessment. This document 


outlines housing and income trends in each member community and within the region as a 
whole. It is used as a data source for Planning Boards when developing master plans, the real 
estate community and citizens at large. 


Geographic Information System (GIS) 


e Maintained a diverse collection of GIS data including local roads, real property parcels zoning, 
land use, and environmental conditions. This data was applied in general mapping and 
analysis for local and regional projects. 

e NRPC worked with the Master Plan Committee to complete a set of local maps detailing land 
use and environmental criteria. 

e NRPC is currently completing an update to the Town’s parcel mapping database, reflecting 
divisions of land that have occurred since 1996. 


Solid Waste District 


e NRPC administers the Nashua Region Solid Waste Management District, which provides 
household hazardous waste collections seven times per-year. During the past year, we reduced 
the fees assessed to towns for this program and established a sub-region llection.

An Overview of our Community Profile 


Mont Vernon is a town that is geographically located in an area of great change. In years 
past, certain issues in town sort of took care of themselves. But the time is upon us to realize, 
that if the residents of this town don’t take active charge of controlling the direction of the 
town, then those changes will take their own course. 

In the fall of 1998 the need was apparent to seek out the opinions of the town’s residents 
as to what directions we should go in. As initiated by the Mont Vernon Conservation 
Commission and with the support of the Planning Board, the goal of putting on a Mont 
Vernon Community Profile was pursued. 

With the guiding hand of the UNH Co-operative-Extension, a group of citizens began the 
tedious process of organizing an event for the third week of April 1999. Immediately 
following the event, what we had as a result, was an encouraging exchange of ideas. But as 
time has passed, the Mont Vernon Community Profile has proven to be much more than that. 
The Community Profile was a spring board for community involvement in carrying out those 
ideas. 

Regarding the Master Plan, there has been new vigor. New volunteers, and some of the 
original Master Plan Committee members, have been doing thorough and exhaustive 
research. The documentation provided by this research will be used as the guideline. for our 
town during the next ten years. . 

The communications committee has put together an official Mont Vernon website. The 
results are top notch. This will be an important tool for our community in the 21" century. 
The website address is www.montvernon.org. While you are there, check out the official 50 
page Mont Vernon Community Profile Report. . 

The Trails Committee, with the enlistment of other volunteers, has established a trail from 
Upper Purgatory Falls to Lower Purgatory Falls. This is a critical step in getting Mont 
Vernon and Lyndeborough residents motivated in protecting this resource. | hiked the trail 
this summer and was surprised at what beauty existed down stream of the Upper Falls. Check 
out this year’s Conservation Commission Report for further details. 

Another outgrowth of the Community Profile was the Business Feasibility Committee. 
This committee formed due to the strong emphasis set by the Community Profile. Over the 
course of about 10 meetings, many business scenarios were looked at. A conclusion that was 
finally made was that the best approach would be that of a town wide survey. This survey 
had been close to completion, when the busy autumn months arrived. Consequently there has 
been little activity. One can’t be certain, but there is strong likelihood that the committee’s 
efforts will continue in the coming months. 

The Mont Vernon Community Profile is now a piece of the town’s history, but its effects 
will be felt for many years to come. I’d like to thank the UNH Co-operative Extension, the 
Steering Committee members, the sponsors, and all others that lent a helping hand in making 
the event successful. But most important is the residents of Mont Vernon that participated in 
the Community Profile, for without them, there could not have been any results.

Voted by amended motion not to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,289,000 for 
the relocation of the Daland Memorial Library and the construction of an addition to 
the Daland Memorial Library on land owned by the Town; for equipping and 
furnishing said addition, for site development, architectural and other service fees; and 
for any other items incidental thereto and necessary for said construction. Said 
appropriation to be raised in part by the issuance of and sale of bonds or notes on the 
credit of the Town, in accordance with the provisions of RSA Chapter 33, in an amount 
not to exceed $400,000; to authorize the Selectmen to determine the time and place of 
payment of principal and interest, fixing the rate of interest, the provisions for the sale 
of notes and/or bonds, and all other matters in connection therewith; to authorize the 
use of $100,000 of the Town’s unreserved fund balance (surplus) for the above 
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purposes; and to further authorize the withdrawal for the above purposes, first stated, 
of the 12/31/98 balance in the Library Capital Reserve Fund (Town appropriations) of 
$51,980.70, plus accrued interest and the 12/31/98 balance of the Library Capital 
Reserve Fund (Daland Matching Funds) of $87,022.30, plus accrued interest. The 
remainder of the appropriation to be funded from State, Federal, or any other aid, 
including private donations and donations from the Sophia G. Daland Trust, that 
become available for said purposes; and to further authorize and direct the Selectmen to 
deed the addition, when completed, to the Sophia G. Daland Trust for use as the Town 
Library; or to take any other action relative thereto.

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Report of The School Board Chairman 


Significant decisions made by the public at the March 19, 1999, School District Meeting 
guaranteed that the Mont Vernon School Board would continue with a busy and challenging year. At 
that meeting, the town not only approved a general budget of over 1.8 million dollars, the Board was 
authorized to “engage architectural, engineering, and other professional services to prepare a design plan 
and total cost estimate for expansion of the Mont Vernon Village School, or to take any other action 
relative thereto.” The town also passed an article directing the board to determine costs for a public 
kindergarten program and include this option in the plans for the building expansion. 


Following the 1999 meeting, the Board interviewed architectural firms and selected CMK 
Architects to design the addition. The Building Planning Committee was formed and chaired by Bob 
Naber. Under his capable leadership, after extensive study and close work with Fred Matuszewski from 
CMkK, school administration and staff, and members of the community, the BPC presented the top 
options for the school expansion to the Board in November. A new computer lab, special education 
facilities, a new art/music room, and a science classroom headed the list of important improvements 
included in the expansion plans. After careful study, the Board voted and decided upon the best option to 
pursue. The work of the BPC was then finished. 


To continue the fine work of the BPC into the next phase, the Public Information Committee was 
formed under the able leadership of Dave Giulianelli. This committee is working at “fine-tuning” the 
space needs and other requirements identified by the BPC within the plan approved by the Board, as well 
as providing information and publicity to inform the public about the proposed expansion to facilitate the 
passage of the warrant for the bond at the March 2000 district meeting. In addition, final information 
regarding kindergarten will be prepared for that meeting so the public can vote on whether the Town 
wishes to offer public kindergarten in Mont Vernon. 


The Board also worked with the Amherst School Board this year to revise the tuition agreement 
due to be renewed in 2001. The draft is complete with the exception of the tuition rate, which is 
dependent upon the outcome of proposed school expansions and building in Amherst. 


With regret the Mont Vernon School Board, as part of SAU 39, received the request from 
Superintendent Richard Lalley to retire at the end of the 1999-2000 school year. We have been 
privileged to have had Dr. Lalley lead our school district, and his exceptional expertise, administrative 
skills, insights, and leadership will be missed. 


The Board had many opportunities to address special education issues. Toward the end of the 
1998-99 school year the newly hired special education coordinator for the Village School resigned. 
Kathy Skoglund, Director of Special Education for Amherst/Souhegan, agreed to assist Mont Vernon 
during the current school year with the provision of essential special educational services. Her services 
have been invaluable in addressing the critical needs of our school’s special education population and in 
providing information to the BPC as decisions were made regarding proper space and other provisions 
for special education in the proposed expansion. We thank her for her exceptional leadership and 
assistance in resolving many of the issues surrounding the Mont Vernon special education program. 


Other topics discussed or addressed this year by the Board include the continued growth of the 
school population, changes in personnel and the need for additional staff members, teacher 
compensation, and the results of the State Assessment. As the school population grows, the need for 
expanded facilities becomes more pressing. The school now includes two classes at each grade level and 
a growing staff of paraprofessionals. A salary agreement was reached with the staff, after much effort 
and significant challenges for the negotiators. The Board reviewed with some concern the results of the 
New Hampshire State Assessment testing which indicated students in Mont Vernon have not met the 


goals for improvement desired by the school staff and the Board. Curriculum improvement will continue 
to be a focal point to ensure our students receive an excellent education. 


The Board has worked hard not only to maintain but to improve the quality of education at the 
Village School and to look ahead to be sure we continue to provide that high quality. However, the 
Board also recognizes and thanks the many people who contribute to the success of the Mont Vernon 
Village School, including the staff, administration at the local and SAU level, and the members of our 
community who have contributed so much this past year. Together we have created a wonderful school, 
and together we will keep our school a wonderful place for the children of Mont Vernon.

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Superintendent's Report 


Each year is busier than the last, and this fast-paced year is no exception. The year has also been productive. 
Here are some of the highlights. 


\ 


Thankfully, the need to implement contingency plans the superintendent’s office developed to deal with the 
impending shutdown of school was averted at the 11" hour when the governor signed a school funding bill 
into law that satisfied (at least for the moment) the N.H. Supreme Court ruling in the Claremont II lawsuit. 
Ina matter of hours, the Mont Vernon School District went from having no way to raise funds, to receiving 
a $623,305 state adequate education grant for the 1999-2000 school year. The school board decided to use 
this adequacy grant to reduce school taxes, resulting in a $5.07 (36%) decrease in the 1999 tax rate per $1000 
of town-assessed valuation. Mont Vernon can expect the same $623,305 level of state grant support for the 
2000-01 school year. 


The timing of the large increase in state education aid Mont Vernon receives is most opportune, given the 
need to expand the Village School — a need driven by increased student enrollment.and program 
requirements in grades 1-6. The building addition erected 10 years ago at the same time the McCollom 
School was closed has served the district very well. Only recently has crowding become sufficiently severe 
to warrant the request for additional space. 


Ten years ago there were 181 students in Grades 1-6; today there are 238, a 32% increase. Where 9 or 10 
of the 12 available classrooms were needed then, this year all 12 classrooms are needed. There are now two 
classrooms of students at each grade level. Over time, the art/music classroom and the computer classroom 
have lost their space to general classrooms. Space for these important programs is very inadequate, as is 
space for Title I and special education services. Children and staff should not have to work in the hallways 
or in converted storage areas. The expansion plan also equips one of the new classrooms with up-to-date lab 
benches and equipment to offer more comprehensive, experiment-based science instruction. 


The 1998-99 Space Needs Committee, chaired by Peter King, evolved into the 1999-2000 Building Planning 
Committee chaired by Robert Naber. And from these much-appreciated volunteer committee efforts and the 
assistance of architect Fred Matuszewski comes an economically and educationally sound solution. The 
proposal meets all Building Committee-verified space requirements, maximizes the use of existing space, 
limits new construction, and provides needed upgrades in emergency lighting, exit signs, room temperature 
controls, fire alarm and the intercom. The state contributes 30% of the annual principal payment toward the 
cost of this project. 


Voters at this year’s annual meeting will be asked to approve the construction of a kindergarten classroom 
and an operating budget for the 2000-01 school year. In weighing your decision, please consider both the 
educational and the financial factors. Studies show the following benefits for school districts with public 
kindergarten: 


4 A shared, common curriculum helps students arrive at first grade on the same footing.

4 Children, teachers, and administrators are more familiar with each other and the expected routines. 


4 Kindergarten pre-reading and pre-math programs coordinated with the first grade reading and math 
programs. 


The Mont Vernon Cooperative Kindergarten Board of Trustees fully supports public kindergarten. 


The State provides substantial financial incentives to communities that establish and operate public 
kindergarten. The state pays 82’2% of the cost of adding a kindergarten classroom to the Village School; 
however, this funding authorization expires June 30, 2002 or after the $22 million appropriated in the law 
is expended, whichever comes first. To get in line for funding, an application for a Kindergarten 
Construction Grant has been filed with the department of education, subject to Mont Vernon voter approval 
at the March 17" annual district meeting. In addition, Mont Vernon’s annual operating cost for a 
kindergarten teacher, instructional materials, and classroom supplies will be offset by $750 per child through 
the 2003-04 school year and, thereafter, by one-half the state average adequate education cost per student 
thereafter. The current allocation per kindergarten child in districts that established kindergarten on or 
before 1997 is $1600. Amherst established public kindergarten in 1997 and receives these financial benefits. 


NHEIAP Achievement Tests ...... The Work Continues 


The faculty continues to align their course content with state curriculum frameworks in mathematics, science, 
language arts, and social studies. The state tests are challenging and our work continues on the goal of 
having 85% of our students achieve at the two highest levels (proficient and advanced). The teachers’ work 
on improving the mathematics program has been supported by training provided by Dr. Patricia Howson, 
professor of mathematics at Rivier College. 


Farewell ...... And Best Wishes 

This is my final report, as I retire in August as Superintendent of Schools for SAU 39 — Mont Vernon, 
Amherst and Souhegan. It has been an honor and a privilege for me to serve Mont Vernon School District 
from Milford to Amherst. 

The Village School is a much better school today, thanks to the sustained, quality-minded efforts of the 
community, the faculty and support staff, the school board, countless. volunteers, and Bill Estey, the 
principal, whose daily leadership has made all the difference.

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Principal's Report 


Our school enrollment started with 217 students in September and ended with 222 students in 
June. Our students were distributed in the following manner: First grade had 39, second had 36, third 
had 39, 36 in fourth, 45 in fifth, and we graduated 27 sixth-graders in June. 


Our faculty experienced a major face-lift! Susan Morbey was hired as our new Special Services 
Coordinator, Anne Parke took on Special Education in grades 4-6, Amy Steckel and Karrie O’Connell- 
Bukant constituted our second grade team, Ann Ingalls and Nicole Desrosiers took the reins of third 
grade and Martha Cowenhoven joined the 5" grade. Sharon Soucy and Maria Zodda became part of the 
Title I tutors group. The new Special Education assistants were Elaine Heney and Linda Abaid. Pamela 
Sanborn and Ellen Geary provided the speech services for our children. 


Angela Roberge, PTA President, continued the PTA’s strong partnership with MVVS. Some of 
their initiatives included: support of the Grandparents’ Day, Math Mania, Red Ribbon Week, Jump Rope 
for Heart, Celebration of Literature and Literature Festival, and Field Day. The PTA initiates, plans, and 
directs Pizza with Santa, Candidates Night for local at-large positions, Teacher Appreciation Week, 
Reflections, and the track team that competes in the Five-Town Track Meet. They also offered 
exceptional enrichment opportunities for the students. The PTA brought in musicians, theater groups, 
motivational speakers, and presenters that focused on specific areas of our curriculum, such as the 
Pilgrim/Egyptian Lady and the Science Man. The Mont Vernon PTA has been integral to our success. 


Our computer laboratory was used extensively last year. Mr. Bob Kent and numerous parent 
volunteers increased the technology base of all our students. The fourth through sixth grades were the 
receivers of Mr. Kent’s knowledge and energy as he developed skill levels at each grade as he 
implemented the curriculum. The teachers focused on keyboarding in the lower levels and provided 
support in subject areas with the use of software. The upper grade teachers enhanced writing skills 
through the use of the computer and supplemented math instruction with specific software. 


Corporal Hunter Philbrick, who instructs our children in D.A.R.E., was selected as the Officer of 
the Year in that statewide program. The Audubon Society recognized Jan Woodbury as the 
Environmental Teacher of the Year in the state of New Hampshire. 


MVVS teachers continued to offer activities and events that supplement the daily instruction. 
Events that highlighted the year were Math Mania, Grandparents’ Day, Science Fair/Invention 
Convention, and the portable climbing wall. Students were again recognized at the state level for 
projects in Invention Convention and Reflections. Mrs. Findlay produced an SRA holiday performance 
that included grades 4-6 and a Spring Musical that showcased our children’s musical talents in grades 1- 
3. Mrs. Findlay also provided us all with a spirited and fun Variety Show. Mrs. Rancourt accented our 
Literature Festival with vibrant colors and creativity by exhibiting children’s artwork. Mrs. Narducci, 
our Physical Education teacher, arranged the portable climbing wall and coupled with Mrs. Button, 
school nurse, to implement the Jump Rope for Heart activity. Mrs. Powers, Associate Librarian, joined 
with our PTA to offer Book Fairs and was a key link in our Literature Festivals. 


Our grants continued to provide funds for programs that we could not offer through our regular 
budget. Pat Howson, a professor at Rivier College, provided professional development activities for our 
first through sixth grade teachers. She helped our teachers identify standards that would lead to grade 
level expectations. These standards will insure that the Village School’s mathematics program will 
support student mathematical learning and provide a framework for teachers to guarantee a balanced 
mathematics program. Mrs. Howson and our teachers prepared a working document that reflected the 
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expected mathematics standards and proficiency outcomes at each grade level. Our Innovation 
Education Grant enabled us to continue Jan Woodbury’s Environmental Education program throughout 
our grades. Her excellent instruction was reflected in her recognition. The Drug Free Schools Grant 
magnified our efforts to educate our children in respect to the damage-drugs do. An assembly by Up in 
Smoke during Red Ribbon Week solidified our message of avoiding drugs. The Title I grant keeps our 
Title I tutors available for support instruction in the Math and Reading areas. 


The 1998-99 school year was an exciting one for our educational community. The new teachers 
brought energy and enthusiasm to the Village School and it merged nicely with our seasoned teachers. 
This prepared the stage for improved internal communications which was evidenced in the across-the- 
board mathematics revamping facilitated by Pat Howson. The school community rallied around the 
school and our new look and we were provided exceptional support for all of our ventures.

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MONT VERNON SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 


MARCH 19, 1999 


Approximately 90 people gathered in the multipurpose room of the Mont Vernon Village School on March 19, 
1999 at 7:30 p.m. for the annual School District Meeting. 


School Board members present were chairperson Robert Kent, Pamela Coughlin, Meg Johnson, Larry Paulaski, 
and Penny Schmitt. Budget Committee members present were chairperson Peter King, Al Ryder, Tim Hageman, 
Leo White, and selectman Gerry Griffin. Pam Coughlin and Meg Johnson served on the Budget Committee as 
representatives from the School Board. Superintendent of SAU #39 Dr. Richard Lalley, Assistant Superintendent 
Michael Galan, Principal Mr. Estey, and Special Education Coordinator Susan Morbey were also present. 


Moderator Peter Hayden called the meeting to order at 7:30 p.m. and led the voters in the recitation of the Pledge 
of Allegiance. Lois Boericke then gave the Invocation. Mr. Hayden read the introduction to the warrant, and read 
aloud his rules for proceedings, which were also available for everyone present in handout form. The procedures 
were basically Robert's Rules of order but Mr. Hayden pointed out that he would not accept motions to Pass 
Over, Table or Postpone, and would also not accept amendments to amendments. He also stated that votes would 
be determined by a show of hands. He stated that anyone might challenge his rules now or during the meeting. 


Mr. Hayden then introduced the School Board, and recognized chairman Robert Kent who gave a financial 
overview presentation. Some basic points he made: If the proposed FY 2000 budget passes as proposed taxes 
will go down .16 per $1000 town-assessed valuation. The top increased line item was line 1200: Special Ed Out 
of District expenses. Mont Vernon has seen a 1.7% tax increase over the past five years and a 3.1% increase in 
expenditures. 

Mr. Hayden then introduced the Budget Committee. 


ARTICLEI To hear the reports of officers, agents and auditors, and to take action with reference 
thereto. 


Pamela Coughlin moved that the annual report be accepted as printed in the Annual Report. 
Vicky Arico seconded the motion. 


The voters passed the motion. 


Penny Schmitt moved that Article 3 be addressed prior to Article 2. Pam Coughlin seconded the motion. Penny 
stated that this was in the interest of understanding the financial implications of public kindergarten. 


The voters passed the motion to address Article 3 next. 
ARTICLE3_ Tosee if the District will vote to direct the school board and space needs committee to 
develop and report the total cost estimate to house, staff, equip, and operate a public 


Kindergarten program at the Village School. 


Penny Schmitt moved the article as read. Pam Coughlin seconded the motion. 
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Penny stated that the Space Needs Committee found a majority of people support exploring the 
feasibility of public kindergarten in Mont Vernon. Voting yes will not cost anything, and voters 
are not obligated to approve kindergarten or building now; this is just for exploration. The Space 
Needs Committee will examine expansion plans with and without kindergarten. 


Dave Testerman asked why a warrant article is necessary for this. Penny answered that it is 
important to have community support for the project. The Budget Committee is split 3-3 on this 
issue. Bob Nee spoke in favor of kindergarten and this study. Eileen Naber stated that it is odd 


that two plans would not be more expensive than one. 


The voters pass the motion by a wide majority. 


Bob Nee moved to restrict reconsideration of warrant Article #3 previously considered at this meeting. Kristy 
Foley seconded the motion. Mr. Hayden then explained to those present what this means. The voters then passed 
the motion to restrict reconsideration. 


ARTICLE 2 


To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate $5,000 to engage architectural, 
engineering, and other professional services to prepare a design plan and total cost estimate 
for expansion of the Mont Vernon Village School, or to take any other action relative 
thereto. 


Larry Paulaski moved the article as read. Pam Coughlin seconded the motion. 


Robert Kent recognized and praised the Space Needs Committee for their work. Dave Testerman 
said $5,000 didn’t seem like enough money. Peter King, speaking as chairman of the Space 
Needs Committee, replied that the cost of the study is more like a downpayment, and the 
architect does it in the hope of getting the final business. Peter King, speaking as chairman of 
the Budget Committee, said they support the motion 4-2. Penny Schmitt read a list of specifics 
the architect will be asked to do. 


Bob Nee spoke in favor of the article and mentioned that time is of the essence, because we want 
to get state funding while it is still available, if we do end up approving kindergarten in town. 


Bob Kent mentioned the School Board will be looking for volunteers to be on the committee for 
this project. 


Peter King gave a brief presentation. He showed a map of the school, which was designed ten 
years ago. One change since it was designed is that new small group programs are competing for 
space. The Space Needs Committee looked into long and short-term options and decided they 
can’t proceed without an architect’s expertise on fire and safety codes, water, septic, etc. 
Architects also know how to fill out the forms for the state grant money. 


Al Ryder said the problem is not one of head count, but of finding space for special programs. 
He moved to amend the Article 2 as follows: To see if the district will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $5,000 to engage architectural, engineering, and other professional 
services to prepare initial designs and total cost estimates for an expansion of the Mont Vernon 
Village School, and for remodeling of the Mont Vernon Village School, said remodeling to 
possibly include the multi-purpose room, or to take any other action relative thereto. Bob Nee 
seconded the motion to amend. 
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ARTICLE 4 


ARTICLE 5 


A long discussion followed. Many people, including Al Ryder, were against the idea of 
remodeling the multi-purpose room since it is used for many town activities, including annual 
meeting, sports, dances, science fairs, etc. Bob Naber mentioned that where the MPR was 
originally pitched as a community room, it might be legal but not ethical to modify it. Jay 
Wilson reminded us that the original plans for the school included a foundation and septic for an 
addition. Penny Schmitt stated that it was not the intent of the original article to exclude 
remodeling as an option. 


The voters declined Al Ryder’s motion to amend Article 2. 


Eileen Naber moved to amend Article 2 as follows: To see if the District will vote to raise and 
appropriate $5,000 to engage architectural, engineering, and other professional services to 
prepare a design plan and total cost estimate for remodeling and/or expansion of the Mont 
Vernon Village School, or to take any other action relative thereto. Penny Schmitt seconded the 
motion to amend. 


The voters passed Eileen Naber’s motion to amend Article 2. 
The voters passed Article 2 as amended. 


Bob Nee moved to restrict reconsideration of Article 2. Peter King seconded the motion. The 
voters passed the motion to restrict reconsideration. 


To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate $6,337 to add to the school building 
maintenance fund for the purpose of repairing and maintaining the outside of the Village 
School. 


Larry Paulaski moved the article as written. Pam Coughlin seconded the motion. 


Larry stated that the $6,337 comes from the decrease in interest on debt (line10-5 100-840-000). 
It would be put aside for two years until we have the entire sum of $25,000 needed to do the 
repairs. Peter King stated that the Budget Committee does not support the article, and would 
rather raise the money next year than put it into an account. Bob Kent supports spending it this 
year rather than next year. 


The voters passed Article 4 as written. 


To see what sum of money the District will vote to raise and appropriate for the support of 
schools, for the salaries of school district officials, and agents, and for the payment of 
statutory obligations of said district; and to authorize the application against said 
appropriation of such sums as are estimated to be received from the state and federal 
government, together with other income, the School Board to certify to the Town 
Selectmen the balance between the estimated revenue and the appropriation to be raised by 
taxation. 


Bob Kent moved the sum of $1,802,949 for Article 5. Pam Coughlin seconded the motion. 


Mr. Hayden proceeded to read the budget line by line, asking those present to interrupt when 
they had a concern. 
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Line 10:1100-112-100 Salaries - Teachers 
Bob Kent gave a presentation on salary history in Mont Vernon. Our starting salaries are very 
low compared to other NH towns. If we increase 2.5% we will match other towns rather than 
coming in at the very low end. Even for Masters level teachers our rates are lowest, because of 
our step schedule. Top level salaries are currently competitive, but starting salaries should be 


raised. Mr. Kent discussed the contingencies if two teachers currently on leave do not return to 
work. 


Dave Testerman spoke against appropriating the money, because past history has shown that 
whenever there is a surplus, it is spent. He would rather see a deficit next year. 


Peter King, speaking for the Budget Committee, praised the salary study. He then moved to 
amend the proposed line item from $464,941 to $444,941, a $20,000 decrease. The Budcom 
believes that this reduction will be possible due to known or probable leaves of absence. Al 
Ryder seconded the motion to amend. 

Jay Wilson stated that even if the teachers don’t return, it would be good to have a surplus to 
offer it to a more experience teacher, if we need to hire. Bob Kent added that if money is taken 
out, it restricts the School Board’s hiring capability. Kim Roberge added, why risk it? 

The voters declined the motion to amend this line item. 


Line 10-1100-561-200 Tuition to Middle School 


Peter King moved to amend the proposed line item from $311,958 to $300,404; a $11,554 
reduction. This represents the cost of two students. Al Ryder seconded the motion. 


Peter King stated that tuition to Middle School can be deficit spent, and possibly the count will 
be less than expected. Kim Roberge countered that we should pay for the students we know of. 


The voters declined the motion to amend this line item. 
Line 10-1200-610-100 General Supplies 


Peter King moved to amend the proposed line item from $1,067 to $500; a $567 reduction. Al 
Ryder seconded the motion. 


Peter King stated that the money comes-out of testing supplies for special education. 

The voters passed the motion to amend this line item from $1,067 to $500; a $567 reduction. 
Line 10-2140-330-000 Pupil Services — District Wide 

B. J. Cleveland asked why this line item is going up 600% this year. Meg Johnson responded 


that it is for evaluation, counseling and testing which Betsy formerly did in the past but cannot do 
any more, so it has to be contracted out. 
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Line 10-2540-652-100 Electricity 


Peter King moved to amend the proposed line item from $25,95C °3,000; a $2,950 reduction. 
Al Ryder seconded the motion. 


The Budget Committee’s proposed number is based on actual expenditures from the past nine 
years. In 1998 the figure was only $19,000. Mike Galan added that the kilowatt usage has gone 
down, but not cost. 


The voters passed the motion to amend this line item from $25,950 to $23,000; a $2,950 
reduction. 


Line 10-2540-653-100 Fuel Oil 


Peter King moved to amend the proposed line item from $9,932 to $8,932; a $1,000 reduction. 
Leo White seconded the motion. 


Peter King stated that the Budget Committee’s proposed number is based on history. 

The voters passed the motion to amend this line item from $9,932 to $8,932; a $1,000 reduction. 
Line 10-2900-211-100 Health Insurance 

Alyson Landrum asked why there is an increase in this line item. There was a 9% increase in the 

cost of School Care, our carrier. Mike Galan responded to a question about insurance coverage 

for employees who work part-time in our district and part-time in other districts, saying that the 

one person in this situation gets insurance from the Amherst School District. Dave Testerman 

asked whether that employee gets a $500 rebate from Mont Vernon. Mr. Galan said no, part- 

timers are not eligible for a rebate. 


Line 10-4200-390-000 Remodeling Buildings and Grounds 


Tracey Miller asked what the proposed $6,500 in this line item is for. Larry Paulaski responded 
it is for remodeling the room off the kitchen for OT and PT. 


Line 10-2540-440-100 Repairs and Maintenance 


Peter King stated that the Budget Committee recommends that this account be split into two 
accounts, one for routine janitorial supplies and one for non-recurring maintenance items. 


Line 10-1200-114-100 Salaries for Instructional Associates 


Steve Ellic asked what has changed. Meg Johnson replied that there are now six aides covering 
what used to be out-of-district placement. 


The voters then passed the amount $1,798,432 for Article 5. 
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ARTICLE 6 To see if the School District will vote to authorize the Treasurer, with the approval of the 
School Board, to appoint a Deputy Treasurer in accordance with RSA 197:24a. 


Meg Johnson moved the article as read. Pam Coughlin seconded the motion. 
The voters carried the motion. 

ARTICLE7 To see if the District will appropriate special revenue funds for the support of Federal 
Projects as follows: $50,000. Such funds to be self-supporting through local, state or 


federal revenue sources. 


Meg Johnson moved the article as read. Pam Coughlin seconded the motion. 
The voters passed Article 7. 


ARTICLE 8 To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting. 
Pam Coughlin moved to adjourn. Penny Schmitt seconded the motion. 
The voters carried the motion to adjourn. 

Mr. Hayden adjourned the meeting at 9:45 p.m.
